BRIEF HISTORY 


OF THE 


Central Preshyterian Church 


SUMMIT, NEW JERSEY 


Although “Summit” received Federal recognition as a Post 
Office in 1843, and Calvary Protestant Episcopal Church erected 
its first building in 1852, Presbyterians still belonged to the Church 
in New Providence. During the Civil War they gathered strength 
until in 1866, they erected a Presbyterian Chapel, which is now 
the two-family house at 708-710 Springfield Avenue near Oakley 
Avenue. On June 6th, 1870, this was organized as the West 
Presbyterian Church. 


In the meanwhile, on March 17, 1867, the Rev. William L. 
Moore, of the New Providence Church, began to hold services 
in the building which was then the Post Office and Littell’s store, 
and still stands at Union Place and Maple Street. A week later, 
on March 24, 1867, our Sunday School started. At that time 
Summit, which had had rail connection with New York since 
1838, had grown to a suburban community of about 1000. In 
1869 it separated from New Providence and became a township. 


On May 29, 1870, the Central Presbyterian Church was or- 
ganized with nineteen charter members from the New Providence 
Church as follows:

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On May 11th, 1871, the Church installed its first pastor, the 
Rev. James DeHart Bruen, whose son Henry Monroe Bruen, born 
in Summit, pioneered as a missionary at Takai, Korea. He spoke 
at our evening service on January 7th, 1940. 


The first elders were William Littell and Dwight H. Cooley. 
Under Dr. Bruen’s leadership, the cornerstone of the first Church 
building was laid on Thanksgiving Day, November 30th, 1871. 
The new Church edifice was publicly dedicated to the service of 
God on Thursday evening, July 25, 1872. The present manse 
was erected about 10 years later. He served until January 30th, 
1879, when he accepted a call to Belvidere, New Jersey. During 
this period the membership increased to 152 and the Sunday 
School to 135 members, of whom Mr. I. W. Cain still lives in 
Summit. When the old Church was built, the Session consisted 
of two Elders, William Littell and Dwight H. Cooley and the 
Pastor Dr. Bruen. 


On October 16th, 1879, the Rev. James Hall McIlvaine was 
installed, and served until June 10th, 1883. During this period 
the membership increased to 174 and the Church raised an Annual 
Budget of $5,572.00 for congregational expenses and benevolences. 


On October 2nd, 1883, Rev. Theodore F. White, D.D., was 
installed. During his ministry, which lasted for twenty years until 
April 8th, 1903, the membership more than doubled, having in- 
creased to 394, and its annual income increased to $12,013.00. 
The Neighborhood House was started in North Summit in 1900. 


On November 4th, 1903, Rev. Minot C. Morgan was installed, 
and served until April 15th, 1917. During Dr. Morgan’s pastor- 
ate of thirteen years the Church grew greatly in numbers, in 
activity, and in the ratio of money raised for benevolences. Dur- 
ing this period the Church began giving more to others than it 
spent at home and has since increased the relative amount of its 
benefactions. Dr. Morgan devoted and bestowed much time and 
interest in the North Summit work and in the Sunday School, 
and was active and interested in all matters of civic welfare. 


The cornerstone of the present Church edifice was laid May 
29th, 1907, and the old building was remodeled into a Sunday 
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School. When the Church was dedicated on July 14, 1907, the 
Boards were made up as follows:

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Dr. Rockwell S. Brank, to whom this Historic Outline is 
affectionately dedicated, was unanimously called from the Inde- 
pendent Presbyterian Church of Savannah, Georgia, and was in- 
stalled on October 24th, 1917. He has served this Church and 
community during the entire life of many of our younger mem- 
bers and has endeared himself to old and young. As God’s messen- 
ger he has been the means of bringing hundreds of our boys 
and girls to an acceptance of Christ as Saviour and Lord and to 
a confession of their faith by uniting with our Church. 


He has been an important part in the life of Summit, and a 
faithful friend as well as our beloved pastor. His pastorate has 
marked an epoch in the history of our Church. He came in 
the midst of the last World War, continued through the years of 
great prosperity in the nation and also through the great depression 
with all its strain and stress. 


During his pastorate, on May 29th, 1920, services were held 
in commemoration of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Church in 
which Rev. J. D. Bruen, the first pastor, and Dr. Minot C. Morgan 
participated. At that time the membership was 786, benevolences 
$25,327.91, and congregational expenses $19,400.45. Another im- 
pressive service took place in the Church on Sunday afternoon 
January 15th, 1922, when the bronze memorial tablet in honor 
of the men from this Church who served in the World War was 
unveiled in the vestibule by Miss Marjorie Gow, sister of Lieut. 
Gow who was killed in action in France. The address on this 
occasion was delivered by Mr. Oliver B. Merrill, then Mayor of 
Summit. 


On Sunday, June 24th, 1923, the cornerstone of the present 
Parish House was laid and the building was dedicated the follow- 
ing year. Many untiring workers labored and planned to make 
this wonderful structure possible and to insure its continued use- 
fulness with the passage of time and the increase of our member- 
ship. 


The Building and Finance Committees for the Parish House 
included the following: William Darling, Francis S. Phraner, 
William F. McChesney, Charles D. Ferry, Walter C. Heath, Mrs. 
Newell H. Stewart, Dr. and Mrs. Rockwell S. Brank, Robert B. 
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Knowles, Livingston P. Moore, Mrs. Romeo T. Betts, and others 
whose names we have been unable to identify.

On October 15th, 1940, Dr. Rockwell S. Brank having com- 
pleted 23 years of service, the longest pastorate in the history of 
the Church, entered upon a well-earned retirement. In this period, 
the membership had grown from 714 to 1482, so that, in the 
Synod of New Jersey, ours was the fourth largest Church and 


sixth in the amount of its contributions to the Boards of the 
Church. 


Miss Esther D. Reuber joined the staff of Central Presbyterian 
Church in September 1926 and has carried on with great loyalty 
and devotion from that day to this. The kindly personal interest 
which she has taken in our members both old and young and the 
variety and arduousness of her tasks has earned for her the name 
of Angel of the Parish House. 


Rev. and Mrs. Ralph B. Nesbitt returning from the Mission 
Field came to us September 1, 1931. Mr. Nesbitt continued as 
the Assistant Minister until August 1, 1939 when he was called 
to the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church in New York City as 
Assistant to Dr. Bonnell. 
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In October, 1939, Mr. W. Dayton Roberts became Director of 
Young People’s Work, and since Dr. Brank’s retirement has per- 
formed many of the duties of an Assistant Minister. 


God has richly blessed the Central Presbyterian Church of 
Summit by giving us such truly spiritual and effective ministers 
throughout the years.

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FOREIGN MISSIONARIES 


As its first Foreign Missionary the Church supported in full 
Rev. Paul D. Bergen, D.D., President of Shan-Tung College, Wie 
' Hsien, China. 


It was a proud and joyous day for the Central Presbyterian 
Church when two consecrated members, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
A. Gunn were appointed by The Board of Foreign Missions, April 
1911, to go to the Philippine Islands. Vhe Church could do no 
less than assume their support, and they became its representa- 
tives on the foreign missions field. During all the years of their 
service, Mr. and Mrs. Gunn have been primarily evangelistic 
missionaries. When his skill as architect made it necessary for the 
Board to send them to China and Siam, Mr. Gunn’s evangelistic 
influence was felt and Mrs. Gunn’s talent as musician and teacher 
contributed to the same spiritual service. Wherever located they 
were invaluable to the cause. Though retired from active service 
of the Foreign Board on November 22, 1940, the strong ties of 
Christian fellowship hold them dear to the hearts of the people 
of Summit. 


Their daughter, Harriet Gunn, also became a missionary of our 
Church when she married Rev. Roger Craig Cumberland in 1927, 
She and her husband worked among the Kurds at Dohuk, Iraq, 
until he was murdered, June 12, 1938. In September of that year 
she resigned, and, with her two little girls, went to the Philippine 
Islands to be with her parents. They are now located in California. 


Another earnest, consecrated daughter of Central Church, 
Agnes Swenson, became the wife of Rev. Ralph B. Nesbitt in 
1920, and with her husband was sent by The Board of Foreign 
Missions to the Punjab Mission, India, that same year. Both Mr. 
and Mrs. Nesbitt did fine educational and evangelistic work until 
1931 when his health necessitated their resignation from foreign 
service. 


In 1939 when Central Church realized the necessity of placing 
new names for those of the retired and resigned missionaries on 
the benevolence list, The Board of Foreign Missions recommended 
a number of missionaries from which Rev. and Mrs. Leonard 
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Samuel Hogenboom, assigned to the Philippine Islands, were 
selected by our Session in the place of Mr. and Mrs. Gunn. The 
latter were overjoyed with this because of their desire to retain the 
interest of the Church in the work at that station. 


Mr. Hogenboom is of Holland Dutch parentage and has the 
advantage of being reared on a farm. He worked his way through 
school, having experience with industrial work in shop, foundry 
and road construction. All this developed his understanding of 
the masses. In college he was active in religious life, served on 
the college paper, and in his Senior year joined the Student Volun- 
teer Band. He graduated from Princeton Theological Seminary, 
was ordained by New Brunswick Presbytery, and for six years 
served as pastor of the First Presbyterian Church, Pikeville, Ken- 
tucky, where a rich experience gave him further preparation 
for foreign mission service. His leadership of young people was 
especially successful. On the one Sunday spent in Summit, he 
won everyone who heard him preach or met him socially. Later 
reports from the mission field tell of his success in winning people 
to Christ, and in conferences with young people. 


Mrs. Hogenboom, also of Dutch descent, was raised on a farm. 
Making foreign mission service her life aim, she took training 
for a nurse after finishing college. She is also gifted in leading 
young people. The Hogenbooms have two charming little boys. 


Three missionaries now represent Central Church in India: 
Rev. and Mrs. Clinton Herbert Loehlin and Dr. Ara Elsie Harris 
Schuyler, daughter of former missionaries to Syria. 


Rey. Clinton Herbert Loehlin, born in a devoutly Christian 
family, determined in college student days to prepare for the 
ministry. Service in the World War interrupted his studies, and 
upon graduating from college in 1920, he decided to be a mission- 
ary. He graduated from Princeton Theological Seminary in 1923. 
During summer vacations of his seminary course he served home 
mission fields in Minnesota, showing real zeal for soul-winning. 
In 1923 he was appointed by The Foreign Board and assigned 
to the Punjab Mission, India. He has done village work at 
Moga, Ludhiana and Jullundur. 
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Mrs. Loehlin sailed for India as Miss Eunice Cleland under 
the United Presbyterian Church. She was equipped well by 
family and education, and a deep Christian conviction for service 
on the mission field. En route to India she met Mr. Loehlin, 
and in due course was accepted by our Board and became his 
wife. She and her husband are at present located at Jullundur, 
doing fine village evangelistic work. 


Mrs. Ara Elsie Harris Schuyler, M.D., attended Wooster 
University and received her medical degree from the Women’s 
Medical College, Philadelphia, Pa. After six years of missionary 
work in Syria, where her parents had given many years of faith- 
ful service, she married Rev. Burl Tuttle Schuyler in 1914, was 
transferred to the Punjab Mission, India, and engaged in village 
and medical work at Ferozepor, later had charge of the Medical 
and Girls’ Schools at Jullundur City, then was transferred to the 
Medical and Girls’ School at Ambala City. At present she is 
located at Lahore doing medical work at the Anna C. Weir Dis- 
pensary, and is in charge of the girls attending Forman Christian 
College. March 28, 1931 she was accorded the Kaiser-i-Hind 
medal for outstanding medical service. Our women have recently 
raised a special fund to help provide an automobile to assist Dr. 
Schuyler in her work. 


Our Church is soon to have the joy of being represented 
on the foreign field also by Rev. W. Dayton Roberts and Mrs. 
Grace Strachan Roberts who are leaving this summer for Costa 
Rica to serve the Latin American Missions under the guidance 
of Dr. and Mrs. Harry Strachan, field directors of the mission. 
Mr. Roberts is the son of Rev. and Mrs. Stacy L. Roberts of the 
Presbyterian Theological Seminary at Pyengyang, Chosen. He has 
graduated from Princeton Theological Seminary and goes to Costa 
Rica this Summer. Mrs. Roberts has been engaged in mission 
work with her parents for several years and has been in the 
United States during the past year on a leave of absence. 
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THE MEN’S CLUB 


After the Men’s Bible Class was organized in 1906, the neces- 
sity for a more comprehensive organization prompted the forma- 
tion of the Brotherhood in 1907, with the following officers: 
Oliver B. Merrill, President; Hans P. Andersen, Vice President ; 
R. T. Betts, Secretary ; William Darling, Treasurer. It effectively 
promoted the activities of the men of the Church in Boys’ Work 
at the Neighborhood House, Missions, Social Intercourse, Church 
Attendance, Ushering. In 1919, under the vigorous presidency 
of E. Marvin Heberd, later the founder of the “Old Guard” 
movement, the Brotherhood changed to its present title of Men’s 
Club. 


Since then ‘R. J. Dearborn, James Dunsmore, H. C. Gilson, 
Chester H. Lane, Kenneth W. Beattie, Clifford Willis, H. Donald 
Holmes, J. B. Dougall, R. A. Betts and C. Ernest Pollard have 
successively served as President. 


The present officers include H. Walford Martin, President, 
who has fully lived up to the highest standards set by his predeces- 
sors, and it might be said that he has received a double portion of the 
spirit of such an outstanding contact man as E. Marvin Heberd. 
F, A. Moore is now Vice President of the Club, H. D. Jordan, 
Treasurer and E. G. Wilkinson, Secretary. 


The Men’s Bible Class 


The Men’s Bible Class has had a continuous history since 
Howard F. Kirk persuaded a meeting in his home in the fall of 
1905, to form “The Young Men’s Bible Study Club”, with Hans 
P. Andersen, associated with Dr. John R. Mott on the Inter- 
national Committee of the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
as leader. 


On November 12th, 1906, the class was organized with its 
first officers: George W. Whiting, President; K. D. Cranstoun, 
Vice President ; R. T. Betts, Secretary ; John J. Burling, Treasurer. 
Hans P. Andersen continued as leader until ill health compelled 
him to resign in 1911. In these years with the active support 
of the class, he organized the group which raised $3,000 a year 
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for the foreign work of the Y. M. C. A., which has continued to 
this day. 


The class was successfully continued under the various leaders 
from 1911 to 1918, including Dr. Dwight E. Marvin; Rev. William 
I. Haven, D.D., Secretary of the American Bible Society; Rev. 
Justin E. Abbott, a former missionary in India; Rev. Henry W. 
Frost, of the China Inland Mission. James C. Armstrong, Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Brooklyn Y. M. C. A., was leader of the class 
from 1918 until his untimely death, February &th, 1931. Since 
his death, the class has been fortunate in having as its leaders, 
Rev. George W. Brown, D.D., 1931-34; A. J. Bartholomew, 
1934-35; Rev. R. B. Nesbitt, 1935-36; and A. J. Bartholomew, 
1936-40. 


On November 12th, 1936, the class celebrated the 30th anni- 
versary of its organization with a dinner at which its founder and 
all its first officers were present. Addresses were given by the 
Rev. Minot C. Morgan, D.D., and the Rev. W. Warren Giles, 
D.D., who had both spoken at its first dinner. 
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WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


The Women’s Missionary Society of the Central Presbyterian 
Church of Summit was born October 26, 1870, three score and 
ten years ago. Where our Church now stands were vacant fields 
in those days and shady streets. Almost the only houses were 
the present Young Women’s Christian Association Building, then 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Jonathan Bonnel and Miss Jennie 
Bonnel. And where the High School now stands was the more 
spacious mansion, where Mr. David Bonnel and his sisters, Emme- 
line, Charity, Harriet, Julia and their cousin Hulda lived. 


The record reads that “pursuant to notice the ladies of the 
Central Presbyterian Church, met at the home of Mrs. Littell 
for the purpose of organizing a Sewing Society’. From October 
to January, a meeting twice a month at the Bonnel’s or the Cooley’s, 
the Littell’s or the Pott’s they wrestled with the constitution. 


Established as ““The Ladies’ Seciety for the Promotion of 
the Social and Pecuniary Interests of the Church,” they elected 
Mrs. I. L. Darcy as President and then they expended $10.97 
in muslin, lace and ruffing. Then they sewed,—aprons, tidies, 
pillow cases and night dresses. Quilting was done to order and 
new bosoms put on men’s shirts. Dues were optional, so tableaux 
were given, jellies were sold. A summer fair was held and 
finally the goal was reached, namely, enough money to pay for 
much of the Church furnishings. 


The cornerstone of the Church, a frame building with two 
steeples of different heights, was laid in November, 1871. In 
September of 1872 we read that the money in the treasury of 
the Ladies’ Society was voted to the payment of the bills for car- 
pets, cushions and vestibule matting, a total of $938.35. 


By 1875, having satisfied the pecuniary interests of the Church, 
the Society took heed of the social needs. Bi-monthly evening 
meetings were held, attended by both ladies and gentlemen. After 
almost three years, a notice was read from the pulpit that “the 
ladies were banding themselves together in a “Parsonage Fund 
Association” for the relief of the debt on the Church and that 
they were doing this from a deep sense of a long lapse of time 
already unimproved, since their first efforts, and the great need 
still unmet.” 
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Mrs. Easton was elected President and it was voted that “any 
Lady contributing five cents each week shall be a member of the 
association, which was responded to by most of the ladies present.” 
Suppers were planned. Names that we remember toddy appear 
on the books—Strong, Libby, Spinning, Valentine. They gave 
all they had in the treasury, $100.00 and pledged $500.00 more, 
to be applied to the floating debt of the Church. 


About 1880 a new chapter in the history was started. The 
new name was the “Ladies’ Aid Society”, and Mrs. J. Hall 
Mclivaine, the wife of the pastor, was elected President. At this 
time a Sunday School building, north of the Church was started, 
and the ladies offered to raise $600. and as much more as they 
could to furnish the rooms. 


Miss Mary White, daughter of Dr. Theodore White, pastor 
from 1883 to 1903, at the golden celebration of the Society, gave 
very gracefully her memories of many of the succeeding years, 
the friendliness and generosity of the women, their fervor and 
industry—the delightful missionary boxes sent to the parties. The 
Grants, the Twomblys, the Phraners and the Lyons were active 
then. 


Through Henry Grant and his family, China was our chief 
foreign interest. Logan, Utah, received many boxes and the 
Neighborhood House was our pride and joy. Missions, Home and 
Foreign, were taking the interest from local town and church 
needs, so again the name was changed to the Women’s Missionary 
Society. Miss White was President for several years, followed 
by Mrs. John R. Todd, Mrs. Perez Cowan and Mrs. F. N. 
Waterman. Mrs. N. W. Stewart was then elected President and 
served for fifteen years. In 1917 Dr. Rockwell S. Brank came 
to minister to our growing congregation, and the Parish House 
was built in 1923. 


The Women’s Missionary Society undertook the furnishing of 
the Women’s Room and equipment of the kitchen and they raised 
$5,000. There is not time to tell all the tales nor list all the gifts, 
both beautiful and useful, that flowed into our room, from Jennie 
Bonnel’s piano to Virginia Brank’s tea service. Perhaps we can 
mention especially the table run brought from India by Agnes 
Nesbitt, and the Chinese tapestry given by May Gunn. 
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About this time Mrs. Frederick Doremus conducted very inter- 
esting Mission Study Groups, and Mrs. George Irving led about 
fifteen women in Bible Study in her home every week. Mrs. 
Henry L. Austin was very busy guiding the young girls of the 
congregation in Light Bearer Work and the Knights of the King 
organization for boys was started and ably carried on by Mrs. 
George Marvin. The Women’s Society continued to flourish under 
the leadership of Mrs. H. A. Bonyun, Mrs. Miles Sherwood, Mrs. 
H. W. Martin, Mrs. R. J. Dearborn and Mrs. Walter Wood. 


The ability of some of our members has been recognized out- 
side the home circle. Mrs. N. H. Stewart has served as a member 
of the Women’s Board of Foreign Missions, Vice-President of 
the New Jersey Synodical Society and President of the Morris 
and Orange Presbyterial Society. After resigning from that she 
was made an Honorary Member. On her golden wedding day, 
their gift of $50 in her honor to the Board, made her an Honorary 
Member of that Board. Mrs. George Brown was instrumental 
in starting the Spiritual Life Group. Serving with her on the 
committee of the three National Boards was Mrs. Ralph Weber 
and Mrs. Ralph Nesbitt. When Mrs. Brown resigned the chair- 
manship, Mrs. Nesbitt was appointed in her place. Mrs. H. W. 
Martin is a member of the Board of Foreign Missions, Miss 
Katherine S. Rue is chairman of Missionary Education in the 
Morris and Orange Presbyterial Society. Mrs. Ralph Weber is 
one of three women in the United States to be elected a member 
of the General Council of the Presbyterian Church. She is on the 
International Interdenominational Committee to prepare the pro- 
gram for the Day of Prayer for Missions and also is a member 
of the International Relations Committee of the National Com- 
mittee. 


All the active members of our Society today know the work 
we are doing under the leadership of our President, Mrs. Robert 
H. Kirk. Every woman in the church is considered a member 
of the Women’s Missionary Society. Should they make use of 
that privilege our efficiency would be greatly increased. The active 
membership is over 200. Our gifts are to Local, National and 
Foreign Missions. We co-operate in all possible ways with the 
younger people—the Afternoon Sewing Group, the Friendly Circle, 
the Wednesday Afternoon Club, the Neighborhood House and 
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the Belvidere Home for the Aged. Our largest gift is $500. 
to Dr. Elsie Schuyler of Lahore, India, to whom $250. has also 
been sent toward the purchase of an automobile for her work. 


The year 1940 has been full of significance to the members 
of the Women’s Missionary Society, for it will always be remem- 
bered as the year when our loved Pastor resigned after twenty- 
three years of devoted service; a year when we no longer had 
the help of his splendid assistant, Rev. Ralph B. Nesbitt; and also 
the year when Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Gunn and Mrs. Roger 
Cumberland were retired so that our Church and Society were not 
pledged, as formerly, to be active in their support. However, 
we shall always have them in our hearts in addition to our new 
Missionaries, who have been accepted as our further responsibili- 
ties, Dr. Elsie Harris Schuyler (Mrs. Burl T. Schuyler) and 
the Loehlins and the Hogenbooms. 


In addition to our Seventieth Anniversary celebration, and the 
written history of the society being put in pamphlet form for 
posterity ; and the revision of our Constitution, a new department 
of work was started by our youngest married women, the rolling 
of bandages and work being done for the first time for Lepers. 


From very small beginnings, our Society has grown steadily, 
and our Treasurer’s report shows that we have more than met 
our quota from the Board, and our apportioned Budget, as usual, 
which this year was $3,200.00. 


Besides gifts of money mentioned, our Sewing Groups have 
sent splendid shipments of Hospital supplies, dressings, beddings, 
towels and layettes to Hoihow Hospital in China, Sage Memorial 
Hospital at Ganado, Arizona, to Harbison Industrial School in 
South Carolina, and Carmen Community Center, North Carolina. 
Also money and bandages have gone to American Mission to 
Lepers. 


Boxes of used clothing have been forwarded to those in need 
at Community Centers at Flagpond and Byrdstown, Tenn., and to 
Presbyterian Theological Seminary, Omaha, Neb. 


Through prayer, and in faith, with love and industry, we hope 
to go on to greater service for God in the name of Jesus Christ.

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THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Of all the organizations which now make up Central Presby- 
terian Church, the School is the oldest. It was organized as the 
Berean Sunday School on March 24th, 1867 with an enrollment 
of 25 members. About three years later, when the Church was 
organized, the present name was adopted. 


For the first fourteen years the School was held in Littell’s 
Hall over the Post Office at the corner of Union Place and Maple 
Street. It then moved into the “new chappel” adjoining the 
wooden Church north of the Manse. After the present stone 
Church edifice was completed in 1907, the Sunday School occupied 
both the old wooden Church and the chapel for almost 18 years. 
These buildings were torn down when the beautiful stone Parish 
House was completed in 1924. 


At first Rev. John White and William Littell were Superin- 
tendents for short periods, then Dwight H. Cooley served con- 
tinuously for 13 years to 1882. After a short term by Rev. J. H. 
Mcllvaine, Frank H. Dodd was Superintendent for 10 years until 
1893. 


Henry B. Twombly then had charge for 8 years and Harry 
K. Fowler for 6 years until 1907. 


Many graduates of the Sunday School can still remember the 
fun and pleasure derived from the annual Christmas entertain- 
ment, and it is therefore of interest to quote the following report: 


CHRISTMAS FESTIVAL 
December 27, 1898 


The usual celebration was held tonight at 7:30. 


After brief exercises and an address by the Pastor, the entertain- 
ment was given. 

A telephone was exhibited and the Supt. held a long conversation 
over it with Santa Claus who finally arrived down the chimney. 

The teachers had provided large stockings for each class in which 
the presents for each class were placed, and Santa Claus presented 
them, one by one. 

The carols were fairly well rendered. 

Mr. Merriam superintended the decorations, Mr. Chas. B. Strong 
the purchase of the candy and Mr. Twombly the entertainment. 
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After a short term by Edward S. Bancroft, William Darling be- 
came Superintendent and continued for 11 years, being relieved 
for a short time by Robert B. Knowles. 


Livingston P. Moore and R. J. Dearborn carried forward the 
work during the 20 years from 1919 to 1938. Since that time 
Rev. Ralph B. Nesbitt and Allen H. Clarke have been leaders 
prior to the present organization. 


The Parish House was built and furnished without any mort- 
gage loan thru the loyalty, devotion and generosity of the Church 
members. While it was then considered too large even this com- 
modious building has since been provided with new class rooms and 
is still inadequate for present needs so that adult classes now meet 
in the Y. M. C. A. and in the Church. 

From the tiny beginning with 25 members, the school grew 
and prospered until in 1897 the average attendance was 147 and 
in the current school year the average is estimated at 435. 


The minutes of an Annual Meeting held in 1899 mention many 
names of persons then active in the Sunday School. One’s atten- 
tion is called to the closing paragraph as similar conditions still 
occur at our Annual Meetings today. 


ANNUAL MEETING 


The Annual Meeting of the Teachers was held Friday evening, May 12th, 
1899, at the home of Mr. Cooley.

The anniversary is to be held on the last Sunday in March in the 
Church at 7:30 P. M. 


It was decided to hold Children’s Day on the 2nd Sunday in June in 
the Chapel, in the morning. 
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Appropriations were then considered for the ensuing year, and it was 
decided that we recommend to the School the following objects in their 
order: 


$100 towards the salary of the Rev. Paul D. Bergen, our Mis- 
sionary in China. 


75 Port Society 
70 Hampton Institute 


Mr. J. Wm. Johnson thought the teachers should meet once in two 
months in a social way which was also recommended by Mr. Kissock. 
No vote was taken thereon. 


The meeting was then turned over to the tender mercies of Mrs. & 
Miss Cooley who furnished Strawberries, Cream and Cake of such quan- 
tity and quality, that the meeting forgot to adjourn. The teachers who 
were not present have the sympathy of those that were.

The enrollment today is slightly in excess of 600, and includes 
a staff of about 80 teachers and officers. 


The value of a Sunday School, however, does not lie so much 
in its enrollment but rather in the spiritual power it generates. 
The consistent aim has been to bring the children and youth of 
the Church and congregation into a vital faith in Jesus Christ as 
Lord and Saviour, and into a transforming experience of the 
power of His love. It is to this task that we are called. It is by 
this standard that success must be measured. 


Hundreds of faithful teachers and officers have made the Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Sunday School an untold blessing to thousands 
of children and young people of this community. Time and 
space permit us to name but a few. Dwight H. Cooley, the gray- 
bearded elder with the little tots, was Superintendent of the Pri- 
mary Department for 28 years and had a total record of 41 years’ 
service. Mrs. William F. McChesney and Mrs. Thomas L. Smith, 
Superintendents of the Beginners Department; Mrs. Oliver B. 
Merrill, Mrs. E. R. Allen and Mrs. Edgar R. Cooke in the Primary 
Department; Mrs. C. B. Keeney, Mrs. H. A. Bonyun and Mrs. 
Charles J. Beck in the Junior Departments; Mr.‘ James Gordon, 
William Wilkes and Rev. George Brown in the Intermediate 
Department ; and Chester Jordan, who has continued as Superin- 
tendent of the Senior Department since it was organized as a 
separate group. | 
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No statement of Central Presbyterian Sunday School should 
fail to mention Charles B. Strong, Librarian and Treasurer for 
a total of 46 years’ active service, who generously established a 
Church fund primarily for Sunday School work; William S. 
Porter and John G. Voegtlen, Secretary for 12 years each; and 
the father and son officers, Thomas R. Pott and Willis M. Pott, 
who together have been either Secretary or Treasurer for an 
aggregate of 22 years. 


A recent Annual Report will show what tremendous strides 
the Sunday School has made in recent years and it is quite appar- 
ent that the Secretary aims to cover all phases of Sunday Schooling. 


May 25, 1935. 
Mr. Chairman, Offizers, 
Teachers and Friends: 


The Central Presbyterian Sunday School of Summit, N. J. reported 
yesterday for 1934 a consolidated net attendance of 14,982 scholars after 
all charges, including reserves for broken windows, loose chairs and 
piano tuning. This was equal to 454 a Sunday on 594 boys and girls 
either outstanding or sitting. Im 1933-34 the corporation had a net 
attendance of 15,464 or 469 per Sunday. ‘The current year is a decrease 
of 3.1% from the previous year. 

Non-operating attendance last year which includes all visitors amounted 
to 338 as against 384 in 19338. This decrease may in part be attributed 
to the police shutting down on double and triple parking by the parents 
on Maple Street during Sunday office hours. 

The principal changes in the income account were a reduction in the 
number of Indian pennies received during the year; capitalization of leas- 
ing and exploration costs by the subsidiary Junior department in the 
cellar; and a change in the basis of valuing old and worn-out hymn books 
in the Senior Department. 

Current assets, including cash of $6.79 were $75,385.00 which includes 
one pearl handled coat hanger of Mr. Dearborn’s, two red and blue 
pencils donated by Rev. George Brown, four wooden collection plates, two 
of which are broken, the Parish House itself excluding the coat rack 
furnished by Mr. Knowles, and one and two-thirds tons of coal. The 
value of Miss Reuber’s desk was excluded in calculating these figures. 

Current liabilities were staggering and the list was led by Mrs. Beck 
of the Junior Department with a claim for fallen arches as a result of 
climbing up and down the stairs seven times a Sunday. Mr. Jordan 
followed closely with a claim for a ream of paper used in figuring out 
what became of his department’s attendance, and Mrs. Allen tied for 
third place with a claim for six cords of wood for the Primary Depart- 
ment fireplace and she still claims she gets no heat. 
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Capital surplus won’t be mentioned as there wasn’t any and the decline 
from last year may be due in part to Mr. Strong’s resignation as Treasurer, 
Miss Reuber’s illness or Dr. Brank’s purchase of a new Ford V-8. 

There were six Sundays during the year on which the attendance 
went over the 500 mark, and three Sundays when it went below 400. 

The operating efficiency of the entire Sunday School the past year was 
76.4%. By departments, it was: Beginners 61.5%; Primary 81.9%; 
Junior 79.0%; Intermediate 80.2%; Senior 67.6%. 

Rey. Rockwell Splutterworth Brank, Chairman of the Board, and Richard 
Jeremiah Dearborn, Superintendent, in their report to the stockholders state 
that the conduct of our business in the five departments was attended 
by greater difficulties than ever before. ‘‘While the volume held up 
pretty well in face of economic conditions, it was necessary to introduce 
a silver loving cup to stimulate attendance, and award more gold to the 
Melroy family.’’ In speaking of the turnover, Mr. Dearborn emphasized 
the fact that ‘‘last fall crude stocks were drawn on to some extent from 
the Beginners Department and poured into the Primary Department and 
in the main the overall stock position was improved. The Primary Dept. 
had a profitable turnover and made a satisfactory exchange with the 
Junior Dept. which in turn reported a substantial increase in outgo to 
the Intermediate Dept., altho their net was higher than ever before as 
evidenced by their winning the Attendance Trophy.’’ 

‘“Real and lasting Sunday School recovery in our school can be achieved 
only thru the introduction of organized athletics in the Beginners Dept. 
and showers in the basement for the hard over-worked Treasurer and 
Secretary. 

‘One of the many problems confronting the Secretary and his assist- 
ants the past year has been one of how they might gain access to their 
so-called ‘private office’ when all the various departments were in session 
in the surrounding rooms. Miss Reuber upon hearing of this deplorable 
condition and its scrious effect on the efficiency of the hired help very 
generously presented them with a check with which to purchase a step 
ladder so that they might enter the office thru the window from the outside 
as proposed by Mr. Bancroft. However, on presentation of the check at 
the bank, it bounced back, the bank stating that they couldn’t accept 
Reuber checks.’’ 

The hired help in the Secretary’s office are all full time employees, that 
is, when they show up, and engage in no other commercial pursuits on 
Sunday other than the ‘‘pursuit of happiness.’’ Messrs. Brank and Dear- 
born continue: ‘‘They do not share in the profits and do not receive 
any form of bonus or compensation. They do have, however, the finest 
collection East of the Passaic River of plugged nickels, Indian pennies 
and counterfeit coins seen since DeCoster was Treasurer of the Church.’’

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THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S LEAGUE 


In the fall of 1914, several of the officers and teachers of the 
Sunday School, realizing there was needed an organization to 
bridge the gap between the School and the Church, called a meet- 
ing on November 27th, 1914, to consider the formation of a society 
for the older boys and girls. This meeting was attended by Mrs. 
R. T. Betts, the Misses Harriet Chidester, Jeanette Hood, Ester 
Denise, Georgette Baldwin, Corilla Brodnax, Mrs. Frederick K. 
Doremus and the Messrs. Walter Kimball, Raymond Howard, 
Ralph Gibby and Watson Hopkins. 


This group formed “The Young People’s League of the Sun- 
day School of the Central Presbyterian Church”, and adopted a 
Constitution which stated the purpose to be: “To promote the 
spiritual, philanthropic, intellectual and social interests of its mem- 
bers”, and chose as a motto: “To bring men to Christ, Build 
them up in Christ, Send them to work for Christ.” Mr. Arthur 
Sherwood was elected the first President of the League. 


Largely under the guidance of Mr. William Darling and Mrs. 
Betts and Mrs. Doremus the work started and the first devotional 
meeting was held December 20, 1914, the subject being “Prayer”, 
with forty-two young people in attendance. 


It was, perhaps, only dimly realized at the time of organization 
what an important part the League was to play in the spiritual 
development of so many hundred boys and girls of our Church. 
The League immediately filled a prominent place in the program 
of the Church, giving to many of our young people their first 
opportunity for religious expression. 


It was in the League that some first found their Lord and 
Saviour, and several of our present-day leaders trace their Chris- 
tian experience back to the League—notably, Agnes Swenson 
(Mrs. Ralph B. Nesbitt), the Rev. Augustus H. Griffing, the Rev. 
John Marvin, and the Rev. Norman Dunsmore. Another, Donald 
McDaniel, is at present preparing for the ministry. 


The building of the Parish House with other advantages gave 
the young people a room of their own in which to hold their 
Sunday evening services and social gatherings. For a time, it 
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served admirably. Meetings were held every Sunday evening, 
and were well attended. 


Along in 1926 when the ages of the members had reached a 
spread of from 14 to 30 or more, it was felt that the time had 
come to start a separate group or League for the “older” young 
people. It was at this time the Senior Young People’s League 
came to life with Augustus H. Griffing as the first president. The 
younger members remained with the League and this organization 
is continuing to this day to serve as an aid in fostering the spiritual 
life and growth of the youth and to afford them an opportunity to 
serve within the group in self-expressional activities. 


The Senior Young People’s League prospered slowly, but with 
the return of Mr. Nesbitt the group took a new lease on life and 
under his leadership the religious, social and recreational pro- 
grams were frequent. The weekly Devotional programs included 
outstanding speakers, from time to time local talent and members 
of the Church contributed their services. The meetings were 
generally preceded by a social hour consisting of a tea or supper 
and good fellowship was stressed. 


But again, time has brought changes. As for instance, the 
Senior Young People’s League grew up and most of the members 
were mated and married within a period of about two years. 


There is at present a College Group with Miss Barbara Swart- 
out as the leading spirit—who for the past year have concentrated 
their activities upon two Forum Series with outstanding speakers, 
and who have met socially and recreationally from time to time. 
They have also given themselves to various helpful projects. 


The High School Group or “League” has gone forward with 
good success under the leadership of Robert Woodward as Presi- 
dent. A Devotional meeting is held every Sunday evening from 
7to8 P. M. 


The Junior High School Group have been functioning for sev- 
eral years as a Christian Endeavor Society under the direction of 
Mrs. John Boyce-Smith and Mrs. James Ziegler with Frederick 
Beebe as President.

NORTH SUMMIT NEIGHBORHOOD HOUSE 


Forty-one years ago, in the muddy little hollow between Sum- 
mit and Chatham, where a silk mill and a few houses and a number 
of poor tenements were then located, Mr. and Mrs. Henry B. 
Twombly, Dr. Burling and Dr. White and his daughter, Miss 
Mary White, started the laboratory in applied Christianity which 
has since graduated into the North Summit Neighborhood House. 


The most fitting verse with which to characterize this work is 


Matt. 25;.40: 


“Tnasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least 
of these my brethren ye have done it unto me.” 


An old tenement at 551 Morris Avenue was the first house of 
this work and Miss Grace Elizabeth Paine was the first worker 
to be employed on this project. Miss Elizabeth Losey was the 
volunteer housekeeper at that time. 


Syrian, Assyrian, Polish American and Jewish men were lack- 
ing most of the longed for advantages of the new world and were 
eager to learn English so that opportunities for educational work 
were presented. 


The mothers with many burdens, many children and small 
means were often faced with trouble and need and left no way of 
supplying it. Sickness and want in a strange land is a wonderful 
background for appreciativeness, and this was the reward for the 
neighborly acts of the helpers. 


However, it was not all smooth sailing, and many times dis- 
couraging indifference and actual opposition, both frank and 
subtle, cause those who had put their hands to the plow, to cry to 
their Heavenly Father for strength and guidance to carry on. 


When the new building was finished and dedicated to the wel- 
fare of the North Summit Neighbors, the pioneer years were over 
and many new helpers added to the social, welfare and religious 
projects. The building committee included Henry B. Twombly, 
John J. Merriam and Dr. John Burling. 


Another milestone was the opening of the kindergarten with 
Miss Dorothy Mueller as teacher. She trusted the Lord for her 
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salary and gathered in the little ones dear to our Lord and Saviour. 
Miss Mary L. Gardener following in carrying on this work. 


The Sunday School was organized and has been led by Henry 
B. Twombly for the entire forty-one years. How they loved to 
sing the songs of the Gospel, “There is a Green Hill Far Away 
without a City Wall where the dear Lord was Crucified, who 
died to save us all’ and “Stand Up, Stand Up for Jesus’, and 
how attentive have been the pupils to learn, comparing favor- 
ably with many who have had much greater opportunities. That 
year it was reported that “Thirteen officers and teachers have 
worked earnestly to help their pupils to a knowledge of the Bible 
and the reality of the Christian Life.” 


By 1907 a Sunday School of 100 members was reported. 


Miss Katherine Fairbairn became head worker in 1907 and 
reports that much distress which came during the hard times was 
relieved, and the sick and those suffering from severe illness were 
tended by Dr. Wolf of Chatham and Dr. Burling and Dr. Lawrence 
of Summit. One woman said to the workers “Since mine Abey 
comes from the Home he no more kicks and hollers when he 
can’t have nothings what he wants. He now says ‘please and much 
obliged’.”’ 


Miss Louise M. Lyon, worker in 1910, reported an extension 
of the work to include a Community Playground and Garden for 
the summer months. 


Among the recurring names of teachers and workers, Miss 
Cooley, Miss Jeanette Hood, Miss Elizabeth Phraner, Mr. John 
Voegtlen, Miss Edna Burling, Mrs. John D. Morgan, Mrs. 
Hawkins Jordan and Mrs. Gertrude Gross should be recorded. 


About this time Miss Alice Cassidy joined the staff and Miss 
Agnes Cooley appears as a volunteer teacher. Miss Cassidy was 
head worker from 1915 to 1933 with Miss Cooley as Assistant. 
Miss Cooley became head worker in 1933 and remained until 
1935. Under their very able leadership, its work progressed in 


every branch, and they will long be remembered as greatly beloved 
by the whole neighborhood. 


The building was enlarged in 1912 under the direction of Miss 
Kate Somers, Walter C. Heath, Joseph H. Shafer and A. F. Libby. 
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The American Club for Women of eighty women of all 
nationalities finds Miss Elizabeth B. Andrews at the work to which 
she is still devoted after 30 years. 


In the interim between 1912 and the most recent enlargement 
of the building in 1929, Mr. and Mrs. Henry L. Austin entered 
the scene and the work grew and prospered. Mrs. Austin’s 
Primary Department full of lively children can never be forgotten, 
and the Young Men’s Bible Class flourished under the devoted 
leadership of Mr. Austin. 


Religious services in addition to the Sunday School were placed 
on a regular basis in 1931 and these Tuesday evening services 
have continued to be a blessing to the community. 


Some of the North Summit mothers have said ‘““We went to 
the Neighborhood House Sunday School when we were children; 
there we first learned the stories of Jesus and there we are sending 
our own little ones now to learn to love Him. We cannot tell 
you how much the Neighborhood House means to us.” Other 
mothers would say “We knew of Jesus long before we came to 
this House, but we first saw him in the life of the women who 
serve Him there.” 


The Social Life at the Neighborhood House has been blended 
with the spiritual, and clubs of all sorts fill the week; the Senior 
and Junior Boy’s Clubs, Senior and Junior Girl’s Clubs—Unem- 
ployed Boy’s Club, Rinky Dink Club and Sewing Clubs—the 
Senior and Junior Basketball Teams have had successful seasons, 
and Championship Cups adorn the playrooms. The Italian Men 
have a 20-year old club with monthly meetings, club picnics and 
entertainment. A Baby Clinic forms a useful adjunct to the House. 


The House is open at all times and the Neighborhood House 
Helpmates mend bruises and lend many a helping hand to the 
never ceasing needs of the “Friends of the House”. 


The present workers are Miss Edna V. Dawson and Miss 
Helen Kimball who are able and efficient, and the work runs 
smoothly and progressively. 


The Neighborhood House Committee now consists of Henry 
B. Twombly, President and Secretary; John G. Voegtlen, Treas- 
urer, and Allen H. Clarke, Hawkins Jordan, Mrs. John Burling, 
Miss Elizabeth B. Andrews and Miss Jeanette Hood.
